LOST FOUR DAYS IX 
CRATER Of VOLCANO 


Honolulu. T. H., Aug. 
lo.— (Cor­ 
respondence of The Associated Press) 
—Lost for four days in the immense 
crater of Haleakala on the island of 
Maili, the largest extinct volcano in 
the world, ai party of four Honolulu 
school teachers, Henry Abell, Hazel 
Abell, Edna Lockridge 
and 
Elisa­ 
beth Appleton, have at last reached 
the sea and safety at Keanae, Maui- 
after terrible hardships. 
That the three young women and 
their companion escaped death in the 
almost impenetrable jungles through 
which they cut their way for miles 
is considered remarkable. They were 
completely exhausted when they reel­ 
ed into the settlement at Geanae. 
The crater of Haleakala 
has 
an 
elevation of 10,032 feet and an area 
within the toweling rim of sixteen 
and one-third squ&ie miles. 
At one 
point it is ti^ enty miles from nm to 
rim. The floor of the crater is a ver­ 
itable wilderness. 
Refusing the services of a guide the 
I party entered the crater with food 
for only one day and with little wa- 
j ter. On this they sustained life dur- 
j ing the four days they fought their 
way to the sea. Going into the crat­ 
er they planned to come out through 
the Kaupo gap, a well known trail, 
but became lost when heavy clouds 
obscured all landmarks. 
The intense cold of the high alti­ 
tude added to their sufferings dur­ 
ing the nights they were lost, as they 
had no blankets. Much of the time 
they were without water and after 
the first day they had no food but 
berries and fruit. 
They eventually got out of the crat­ 
er through the Keanae cut and from 
there struggled to the coast through 
the jungle. Old residents declare this 
trip has been made only once before, 
and then by an experienced moun­ 
taineer.

> 
Cotton—The Bureau of Crop Esti­ 
mates made public on September 3, 
the report showing for Oklahoma a 
growing condition of 33 per cent as 
against 75 per cent a month ago, 84 
per cent August 25, 1817,^ 56 
per 
cent August 25, 1916, and 69 per 
cent a ten year average. The deter­ 
ioration for the period ending August 
25, 1918, is 42 points as against a 
ten year average deterioration of IO 
points. 
The forecast of production 
based on the estimated acreage plant­ 
ed 3,161,000 (allowing for 
I 
per 
cent abandonment) is reduced from 
a possible production of 
1,075,000 
bales on July 25 to a possible 544,000 
bale crop, or a loss during the month 
of about 531,000 bales, approximate­ 
ly half the prospective crop. This de­ 
terioration is due to the continued 
drouth aud intense heat over practi­ 
cally the entire cotton area of the 
state. Colton on the uplands especial­ 
ly had stopped growing and the larg­ 
er portion of the middle and top 
crop had been shed. The drouth and 
heat were so intense that immature 
forms and squares were dried on the 
plant. The crop )was generally at a 
standstill as far as fruiting is con­ 
cerned. Rains fell about the 23 and 
24 in widely scattered showers ap­ 
proaching something of 
a 
general 
rainfall over much of the central, 
southern and eastern sections of the 
state. 
This particular rainy period 
did not extend over the drouth strick­ 
en southwestern district sufficiently 
to furnish any relief. The benefit from 
this rain as far as cotton is con­ 
cerned is 
somewhat 
problematical 
but probably will be most beneficial 
in aiding the m aturity of half grown 
bolls and thus improving lint and 
seed. Cotton that had stopped grow­ 
ing may yet have time to mature a 
top crop if frost does not occur ear­ 
lier than the average date in October. 
Cotton that had 
stopped 
grow­ 
ing must needs put 
on 
a 
second 
growth and the chances for m atur­ 
ing any fruit from August 24 to the 
average frost date are not encourag­ 
ing. There will be wide ranges in the 
average yields per acre over the state 
some good yields in scattered localit­ 
ies of the central, eastern and south­ 
eastern sections with the poorest gen­ 
eral prospect in the southwestern sec­ 
tion. 
Corn—There 
is 
no 
particular 
change in the condition of corn and 
forecast of production on this date. 
Corn was all damaged or destroyed 
prior to August I and the rains about 
the 23, 24 and 31 came too late to 
be of any benefit. 
Only 
here 
and 
there a very small acreage of late 
corn in a particularly favored local­ 
ity sustained enough life to be bene­ 
fitted by the rains. Much of the corn 
forage worth saving was cut during 
the month of August and in some of 
the eastern sections harvest was un­ 
der way and in scattered localities 
some of the yields were good consid­ 
ering the drouth and heat. Corn was 
practically a total failure in most 
of the southern 
and 
southwestern 
sections of the state. 
Grain Sorghums— The grain 
sor­ 
ghums, including most of the so-call­ 
ed rough feeds ami .forage crops as 
well as kafir, milo and feterita for 
grain, have suffered further deter­ 
ioration during the month of August. 
The crop was badly burned and in 
the southwestern section it is practi­ 
cally a total failure. The rains dur­ 
ing the latter part of August will re­ 
vive much of the forage crops such 
that the new growth 
will 
mature 
much forage an dsome grain if frost 
stays off to the average date or later. 
The yield of grain will not be heavy 
but under the stress of general/ad­ 
verse crop conditions, the shortage 
of feeds and high prices, as much of 
the forage crops and grain will be 
utilized as possible. 
In the north 
central and northwestern portions of 
the state some 
frequent 
scattered 
showers early in the month maintain­ 
ed the forage crops so that they hive 
some prospect for a fair yield. 
Broom Corn— Broom corn has suf­ 
fered further deterioration during the 
month of August on account of the 
continued heat and 
severe 
drouth. 
The crop in the southern or Lindsay 
district showed further deterioration 
both in yield and quality of brush. 
The deterioration was fully IO to 15 
points in the western district and 
showed some deterioration in the 
northwestern 
counties but 
Ute 
drouthy situatiou was relieved some­ 
what there by scattered showers ear­ 
ly in the month. There w a sno ade­ 
quate rainfall in the western and 
southern districts until 
the 
latter 
part of August. 
Miscellaneous—The 
rain 
about 
August 23, 24 and 31* approaching a 
geflferal rainfall on the latter date 
has broken the long continued drouth 
for practically all the state. These

winter wheat. Grass is starting and 
generally pastures and meadows have 
the appearance of early spring. If 
frost holds off there may yet be a 
fair catting of hay made in many sec­ 
tions of the state.

(Special)—^Ignorance of the provis­ 
ions of the registration law relieves 
no person of the penalty for its vio­ 
lation. All men between the ages of 
18 and 45 must register himself for 
military service on Thursday, Sep­ 
tember 12. The actual registration 
will be made in the customary vot­ 
ing precincts within the jurisdiction 
of each board or in such other place 
as the local board having jurisdiction 
shall designate by public notice. The 
only exceptions are those who have 
already registered, persons noir in 
military service of the nation and 
diplomatic representatives. 
Failure to register will be punish­ 
able hy imprisonment for one year 
and may result in the loss of valuable 
rights and privileges aud an immed­ 
iate induction into the military ser­ 
vice. All officers should be alert in 
detecting delinquents and all citisens 
should aid in the work of registra­ 
tion if needed.

soldier. 
The defense of Verden is 


one of the bright pages in French 
history. 
In the summer and fall of 1916 


the French and British began an of­ 
fensive against the Germans in north­ 
ern France and Belgium and pushed 
the Germans back over a wide front 
Germany made the greatest 
mis­ 


take of the entire war when she sank 
the Lusitania, A passenger boat con­ 
taining many American men, women 
and children. 
From the sinking of 
this ship until actual war was de­ 
clared 
by 
the United States, 
the 
breach between these two 
nations 
widened. 
Germany promised to stop 
the submarine war 
upon 
neutrals, 
but kept 
the 
promise 
just 
long 
enough to build all 
the 
sumarines 
she felt she would need. 
One event 
after another led on until Germany 
announced that unretsricted subma­ 
rine activity would begin on Febru­ 
ary I, 1917. 
War was declared in 
April and the American people set­ 
tled down to the business of fighting. 
In all the United States put more 
than two million men in Europe, and 
the troops were 
finally 
given 
the 
place of honor, the task of breaking 
the front north of Verdun. 
As the 
armistice terms were 
signed 
Gen. 
Pershing and his men were smashing 
this line inn pieces. 
The Allies felt like they had the 
war won in the fail of 1916 and were 
confident the 
knock-out blow would 
be delivered in the spring of 1917. 
This would have occurred, but Rus­ 
sia fell out of the war. 
With Russia 
out Germany stood a chance to win. 
The United States entering the war 
killed this chance. 
Before and after the enterance of 
the United States, several small na­ 
tions allied themselves with the Uni­ 
ted States and the entente nations. 
The fighting of 1917 w as.mainly 
a draw. 
Germany took most of the 
time to get control of Russia, getting 
her fangs so deep into the flesh of 
that unfortunate country that the 
Russians can do nothing until relief 
is given from without. 
With the fall 
of the German autocracy, this relief 
will be 
extended. 
The 
Bolsheviki 
will be put where they belong and 
peace will be restored. 
The fighting of 1918 opened on 
March 21 when Germany launched 
an offensive the Germans had adver­ 
tised all winter. The onslaught took 
the British off their feet, and pushed 
them back forty miles, the French 
having to retire to keep in contact 
with the British. 
A month later an­ 
other offensive w$s 
made, 
pushing 
this time to the Marne river. 
Still 
later another offensive carried the 
Germans nearer Paris. 
On July 15 
they began what they had advertised 
as the peace drive and shoved thou­ 
sands of troops across the Marne. On 
July 21, General Foch drove in on the 
western side of the German army, 
causing a retreat of the entire south- j 
em part of 
the 
invading 
forces. 
Since that time the Allies have been 
on the offensive. 
The first, of the nations at war to I 
ask for peace was Bulgaria. By her I 
surrendering 
unconditionally, 
t h e ! 
Fiench general in the Balkans signed 
armistice terms. 
A few weeks later, i 
Turkey and Austria-Hiftgary desert-; 
ed the central alliance, leaving Ger- • 
many to fight the battles alone. Be-1 
fore Bulgaria went out, her king. 
King Ferdinand, abdicated. Emperor 
Charles of Austria finds himself an 
emperor of he knows not what. Sat­ 
urday afternoon, Nov. 
9, 
Emperor 
William of Germany left the'throne. 
With the signing of armistice /terms 
by Germany and the allied nations, 
the war came to an end.

WASHINGTON, Nov. ll.—The world war was end* 
ed at 6 o’clock this morning, Washington time, with red 
revolution running in Germany and with Wilhelm Hohen- 
zollem a fugitive from his native land. 
Announcement that the armistice terms imposed by 
Allies and American government had been signed by the 
German delegates at mid-night last night, 5 o’clock by 
Paris time, and that hostilities would cease six hours later 
was made at the State Department at 2:45 this morning. 
The terms of the surrender of Germany were not pub­ 
lished coincident with the armistice acceptance announce­ 
ment, but they are to be given out later in the day. Presi­ 
dent Wilson is expected to issue a statement to the Ameri­ 
can people today.

In the summer and fall of 1916 
the French and British began an of­ 
fensive against the Germans in north­ 
ern France and Belgium and pushed 
the Germans back over a wide front. 
Germany made the greatest 
mis­ 
take of the entire war when she sank 
the Lusitania, a passenger boat con­ 
taining many American men, women 
and children. 
From the sinking of 
this ship until actual war was de­ 
clared 
by 
the United States, 
the 
breach between these two * nations 
widened. 
Germany promised to stop 
the submarine war 
upon 
neutrals, 
but kept 
the 
promise 
just 
long 
enough to build all 
the 
sumarines 
she felt she would need. 
One event 
after another led on until Germany 
announced that unretsricted subma­ 
rine activity would begin on Febru­ 
ary I, 1917. 
War was declared in 
April and the American people set­ 
tled down to the business of fighting. 
In all the United States put more 
than two million men in Europe, and 
the troops were 
finally 
given 
the 
place of honor, the task of breaking 
the front north of Verdun. 
As the 
armistice, terms were 
signed 
Gen. 
Pershing and his men were smashing 
this line into pieces.

The fighting of 1918 opened on 
March 21 when Germany launched 
an offensive the Germans had adver­ 
tised all winter.

A month later an­ 
other offensive was

pushing 
this time to the Marne river. 
Still 
later another offensive carried the 
Germans nearer Paris. 
On July 15 
they began what they had advertised 
a3 the peace drive and shoved thou­ 
sands of troops across the Marne. On 
July 21, General Foeti drove in on the 
western side of the German army, 
causing a retreat of the entire south­ 
ern part of 
the 
invading 
forces. 
Since that time the Allies have been 
on the offensive.

The first of the nations at war to 
ask for peace was Bulgaria. By her 
surrendering 
unconditionally, 
t h e 
French general in the Balkans signed 
armistice terms. 
A few weeks later, 
Turkey and Austria-Hungary desert­ 
ed the central alliance, leaving Ger­ 
many to fight the battles alone. Be­ 
fore Bulgaria went out, her king, 
King Ferdinand, abdicated. Emperor 
Charles of Austria finds himself an 
emperor of he knows not what.

With the signing of armistice terms 
by Germany and the allied nations, 
the war came to an end.

Somewhere in Italy, 
October 4, 1918. 
Byron Norrell, Editor News, 
Ada. Oklahoma. 
Dear Friend Norrell:— 
I promised you or Mr. Little a let­ 
ter when I left Ada, but I presume 
you haveconcluded that like other 
promises, this one was made to be 
broken. 
When I left Ada it was with the 
settled definite idea of service with 


with perhaps a few exceptions at the 
Headquarters in Paris, were in the 
war zone at the front with our Expe­ 
ditionary Forces, but in this I was in 
error. All France might be described 
as an armed camp from which troops 
are continually moving to and from 
the front. Now in training or in rest 
camps far in the rear; then in action;

The Y. M. C. A. organi­ 
zation has extended Its service to all 
pointe where troop* are stationed and 
while this work far behind the front 
is probabbly just as essential as the 
work at the front, it had no particu­ 
lar attraction for me.

The News was strictly on the job 
this morning. When at 2:40 the As­ 
sociated press gave out the word that 
the armistice had been signed, 
’all 
plants which had steam up were noti­ 
fied and the whistles gave the signal 
that the great event had at last taken 
place. The News force hurried to the 
office and by 4 o’clock the first extra 
was on the street and mo3t of the 
population of the city being awake, 
the newsboys did a land office busi­ 
ness. 
Getting out an extra edition is an 
expensive proposition, costing several 
times the amount realized from the 
stieet sales, but who cares for ex­ 
pense at a time like this?

The packing cases creak and groan* 
the truck plodson^Hstraight toward that 
hanging menace. 
They reach another village—where 
heaps of stone stand under 'crumpled 
walls. 
Then up they go, through the strange 
silence broken only when a great pro­ 
jectile inscribes its arc of sound far 
overhead. 
They reach a turn. They take it 
They face a heavy incline. For half 
a mile it stretches and they know the 
Germans have the range of every inch 
of it The mountain over there is where 
the big Boches’ guns are fired. This 
incline is their target 
The three men on the truck bring up 
their gas masks to the alert settle their 
steel helmets closer on their heads. 
At first the camion holds its speed. 
Then it slackens off. The driver grabs 
his gear-shift, kicks out his clutch. The 
engine heaves—and heaves—and stalls! 
“Quick! Spin it!” calls the driver. 
The California journalist has jumped. 
He tugs at the big crank. 
“ Wh-r-r-r-r-r-r-room! ” 
The shell breaks fifty yards behind. 
Another digs a hole beside the road 
just on ahead. 
And then the engine comes to life, 
It crunches, groans and answers.

PARIS. 
Nov. 
l l . — (Correspond­ 
ence of The Associated Press)— Car­ 
d in g their little bundles of house­ 
hold possessions, the French refugees 
are returning to their home in Chat­ 
eau Thierry and the little French vil­ 
lages around it, to Vaux, Lucy, Bal- 
leau and the rest, places now a part 
of American history. 
They are coming back to ruins of! 
villages and houses demolished by 
German or American artillery, to live 
in cellars and in the shelter of totter- j 
ing walls until they can rebuild their 
homes and their return is a pitiful 
spectacle. 
Sometimes they find no horn at 
all. 
Never do they find. any furni­ 
ture. Often they find no food, and 
then the American Red Cross steps 
rn aud helps them. 
The woman who 
dig out her stove from a heap of dirt 
and plaster and patch it up again so 
that it will burn counts herself in­ 
ordinately lucky. One woman found 
remaining of all her household goods 
just one big salt-cellar. Forks are 
worth their weight in gold, and a 
feather bed is prized above rubies. 
Five thousand five hundred blankets 
the Red Cross shipped out to return­ 
ing refugees in a single week. 
The people in the Aisne will not be 
able to spend the winter in their own 
villages. 
The villages on the banks 
of the little Marne are too utterly 
battered by shells to afford human 
habitations during the winter weath­ 
er. 
How, while days are warm and 
skies are blue, their owners can find 
some tiny corner or other to live in, 
but the rain and mud and chilly damp 
of a French winter will drive them, 
or if it does not a paternal govern­ 
ment will send. them back to their 
temporary homes in the uninvaded 
provinces to wait for spring. 
One purpose in sending them home 
so quickly was to harvest the wheat 
crops but there was no food, so the 
Red Cross established canteens in 
many villages and served two meals 
a day free to those too poor to pay 
while others paid small sums. Forty 
carloads of food were sent to the 
Marne and the Aisne in a single 
month. A grocery store has been open 
ed in Chateau Thierry which already 
is a busy town dgain, though the 
walls of its houses have been shat­ 
tered and torn by shells. To keep in­ 
truders out the residents scrawl on 
their homes in chalk “proprietor re­ 
turned” or “house occupied.” 
Rolling stores on trucks tour 
through the villages in the valleys 
of the Oisne and Aisne to supply the 
* gees with food, doth-

Kaiser a Fugitive. 


' WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The world war was end 


ed at 6 o'clock this morning, Washington time, with red 
revolution running'in Germany and with Wilhelm Hohen- 
zollern a fugitive from his native land. 


Announcement that the armistice terms imposed by 


Allies and American government had been signed by the 
German delegates at mid-night last night, 5 o'clock by 
Paris time, and that hostilities would cease six hours later 
was made at the. State Department at 2:45 this morning. 


The terms of the surrender of Germany were not pub- 


lished coincident with the armistice acceptance announce- 
ment, but they are to be given out later in the day. Presi- 
dent Wilson is expected to issue a statement to the Ameri- 
can people today. 


Armistice Officially Announced. 


PARIS, Nov. 11.—Announcement is made officially 


that the-German delegates signed the armistice terms at 
6 o'clock French time, Monday morning.

ISTICE WAS ANNOUNCED. WAR MESSAGE 


FROM WILSON COMING TODAY. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—(10 A. M.)—By order of 


President Wilson, Provost Marshal General Crowder to- 
day cancelled all outstanding draft calls 'stopping the 
movement in the next five days of 230,000 men and setting 
aside November calls for over 300,000 men. 


Calls for navy and marine corps are not affected by 


cancellation and entrainment of men for these services 
will continue as ordered. The draft boards will continue 
the classification^ registrants of September 12. 


Kaiser a Fugitive. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The world war was end- 


ed at 6 o'clock this morning, Washington time, with red 
revolution running in Germany and with Wilhelm Hohen- 
zollern a fugitive from his native land. 


Announcement that the armistice terms imposed by 


Allies and American government had been signed by the 
German delegates at mid-night last night, 5 o'clock ' by 
Paris time, and that hostilities would cease six hours later 
was made at the State Department at 2:45 this morning. 


The terms of the surrender of Germany were not pub- 


lished coincident with the armistice acceptance announce- 
ment, but they are to be given out later in the day. Presi- 
dent Wilson is .expected to issue a statement to the Ameri- 
can people today. 


Armistice Officially Announced. 


•PARIS, Nov. 11.—Announcement is made officially 


that the German delegates signed the armistice terms at 
6 o'clock French time, Monday morning.
